AT WASHINGTON HEAR A FORCEFUL APPEAL FOR 


AMERICAN FARMER BY AGRICULTURE SECRETARY 


Trappers of Coshoctou-co will delay 


their trapping until after December 1, 


1C they desire to co-operate with state 
authorities in" conserving fur-bearing 
animals and prevent the taking of fur 
bearers, whose pelts will have practi- 
cally no rnarkef value if taken early 
In November, in spite of the fact that 
the law son several varieties of fur- 
bearing a'nlmals opens November 1. A. 
C. Baxter, chief of the state fish and 
game department, has sent out a state 
wide appeal to trappers to delay their 
operations until December 1 this year. 


The bottom has fallen out of the fur 


market according to Chief Baxter. 


Wit hthe fur markets of the world 


flooded with raw furs and prices fall- 
ing every day, early November fur 
will r.ot be worth the taking, Baxter 
advises after consulting with leading 
fur merchants of ihe state. 


Muskrats that, brot four dollars each 


in 1919 will be quoted at from thirty-" 
five to fifty cents only, and skunks 
that brot double the amount last year 
will be quoted at from two and one-i 
half to three dollars only for the best 
pelts. A similar drop is promised- in 
all other furs. 


Baxter advises that the slump is 


due to the immense stock of furs the 
dealers have on hand for the manufac- 
turers, amounting to millions of dol- 
lars in value, thruout 
tht United 


States. The extreme high prices last 
year caused excessive trapping and 
this, together with the fur strike last- 
Ing all summer and fall, has caused 
such a surplus that dealers will not 
buy. 


"Fur dealers have lost hundreds of 


thousands of dollars because of de- 
cline in values, and it will be money 
out of the trappers' pockets as well as 
a useless waste of fur bearing animals 
to have them killed before December," 
Baiter declares. Only prime fura"and 
•full furred pelts, 
commanding 
the 


highest prices, are wanted this season, 
th-s fur merchants of the world ad- 
vise.

Developing an entirely new phase of 


his interpretation of Article X of tho 
league of nations and Its relation to 
tho Irish people Governor Cox argued 
that this provision of tha league cove- 
nant hitherto regarded by many Irish 
as a kind of watch dog set by Great 
Britain to keep Ireland In bondage 
will in reality prove hor salvation. 


For centuries Etifjlaud has opposed 


freeing Ireland, Governor Cox pointed 
out, because she feared to set up an 
independent state so near her own 
shores . The geographical location of 
Ireland, they sald; made* her an Ideal 
base for enemy operations. 


Article X, tho governor argued, Is 


merely the Biblical commandment,

School teachers, Gov. Cox told his

Making a plea for more progressive 


methods in education, Gov. Cox pre-

to Professor S. D. Salmon, production 
expert and professor in crops at Kan- 
sas Agricultural college. 
Prof. SaJ- 


mon today Issued a warning to the 
country that unless conditions 
are 


remedied before spring the 1921 wheat 
crop would be far below normal. H« 
declared farmers will cut their pro- 
duction almost in half by planting 
other crops in the wheat fields be- 
cause of losses sustained in the rais- 
ing of jrheat. 


"It costs the farmer at least J2.00 a. 


bushel to raise his wheat crop and 90 
per cent of the Kansas yield is sold at 
'local' prices which are from 30 to 50 
cents below the Kansas City market 
This means that the prices range from 
$1.50 to $L80 a bushel on the farm 
and the farmer who sells loses from 
20 to 50 cents on every bushel he 
raises," he said.
